This  service,  run  by  the  W.R.V.S.,  commenced  in  19&3  hy  serving  15  meals  to  pcrsoi 
in  need  of  the  service  twice  weekly,  during  1970  this  was  increased  to  50  meals  per 
session. 


GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

Hospitals 

The  hospital  services  for  Ilfracombe  and  the  surrounding  areas  are  administered 
by  the  South  West  Regional  Hospital  Board  through  the  North  Devon  Hospital  Management 
Committee. 

The  hospital  situated  in  the  town  is  the  Ilfracombe  and  District  Tyrrell  Hospital 
which  has  32  beds. 

With  the  opening  of  the  new  maternity  unit  at  Barnstaple,  all  rmternity  cases 
needing  hospital  delivery  are  now  admitted  to  Barnstaple. 

Isolation  of  Infectious  Diseases 

The  Kingsley  Hospital  at  Bideford  is  available  for  infectious  diseases  other 
than  small  pox. 

Small  Pox 

Any  cases  of  small  pox  will  bo  sent  to  Liskeard  Small  Pox  Hospital.  Special 
ambulance  transport  can  be  obtained  through  Plymouth  Anbula.nce  Service.

Laboratory  Facilities 

Bacteriological  examinations  are  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Service  at  Exeter.

Two  ambulances , under  the  control  of  the  County  Health  Authority  arc  stationed  at 
Ilfracombe  and  operated  by  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade. 
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Held  at  Boutport  Street,  Barnstaple,  the  first  Friday  in  each  nonth 
at  11.00  a.n.  by  appointnent.

FOR  THE  YEAR  1971 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  tho  Ilfraconbo  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Avant  and  G-cntlemcn, 

I bog  to  present  my  Sixth  Annual  Report  relating  to  the  work  of  my  Department 
for  the  year  ending  31st.  December  1971. 

By  the  end  of  the  year  the  Warden's  House  at  the  new  Oak  Tree  Gardens  Estate  was 
occupied,  10  bungalows  and  6 ground  floor  and  6 first  floor  flats  for  elderly  person!! 
were  ready  for  occupation  and  will  be  let  in  January  1972. 

The  remaining  12  ground  floor  flats  for  elderly  persons  and  12  first  floor  fla.ts 
for  general  need  housing  should  be  available  in  May  or  Juno  1972  to  complete  tho 
Estate. 

These  now  one  bedroomed  units,  with  their  'Electricaire*  central  heating  systems 
and  up  -to-date  lay-outs  and  facilities  have  proved  most  satisfactory  to  their  tenarn 
many  of  whom,  were  previously  living  under  most  unsatisfactory  circumstances. 

Sub-standard  premises,  vacated  when  the  bungalows  and  flats  became  available,  wi! 
be  closed. 

Refuse  collection  at  the  new  Estate  will  be  ma.de  easier  by  the  provision  of 
polythene  sacks  and  sack  holders  to  each  unit,  the  sacks  being  distributed  weekly  by 
the  new  Warden. 

The  housing  list  continous  to  grow  and  there  is  still  a great  need  for  one  - 
bedroomed  units  for  elderly  persons  and  for  two  - bedroomed  units. 

By  the  end  of  1971  there  wore 

132  applicants  for  one-bedroomed  units  for  elderly  persons. 

31  applicants  for  one-bedroomed  units  for  general  need 
85  applicants  for  two-bedroomed  accommodation 
23  applicants  for  three  bedroomed  accommodation 
1 applicant  for  four  bedroomed  accommodation 

It  is  the  Council's  policy,  \7here  vacancies  in  Council-owned  houses  occur,  to 
give  first  priority  to  applicants  requiring  transfers  io  by  offering  a three  - 
bedroomed  house  to  a family  ntready  in  two-bedroomed  Council  accommodation,  and 
whose  family  is  such  that  a third  bedroom  is  needed. 

In  this  way,  it  is  generally  possible  to  satisfantorily  house  two  families,  when 
one  house  becomes  vacant,  which  helps  reduce  tho  housing  list. 

The  only  new  public  conveniences  constructed  during  the  year  were  in  the  West 
side  of  the  new  Pavilion  Wings,  built  during  the  yean.  These  will  be  used  in  connec 
with  functions  held  in  the  new  building.  The  town  is  adequately  served  by  fourteen 
sets  of  male/fcmale  conveniences,  all  but  two  having  wash-hand-basins , which  are 
supplied  with  paper  towels  and  soap  dispensers. 
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The  removal  of  all  coin-operated  locks  from  the  town’s  toilets  did  not  result 
in  an  increase  in  vandalism,  which  had  boon  anticipated  night  occur. 

No  labour  problems  were  experienced  during  the  year  on  the  refuse  collection 
service. 

Some  30,000  polythene  refuse  sacks  were  sold  during  the  year,  17,000  more  than 
in  1970.  This  method  of  storing  refuse  - especially  at  large  hotels  is  much  more 
hygienic  and  collection  is  much  easier.  Many  private  householders  are  now  taking 
advantage  of  the  scheme,  which  is  encouraging. 

More  tine  than  in  1970  was  spent  during  the  year  on  carrying  out  Inspections  of 
premises  whore  means  of  escape  from  fire  were  unsatisf aetpry,  upon  receipt  of  reports 
from  the  Fire  Authority. 

When  the  new  Fire  Precautions  Act,  to  be  administered  by  the  Fire  Authority,  cones 
into  force  in  1972,  when  premises  will  have  to  be  Certified  in  this  respect,  many 
hoteliers  and  owners  of  guest-houses  will  be  faced  with  spending  considerable  sums 
of  money  to  comply  with  the  newr  Codes  of  Practice. 

The  impact  will  bo  felt  quickly  I feel,  as  the  Fire  Authority  will  be  employing 
many  Fire  Prevention  Officers,  to  carry  out  inspections,  on  a much  larger  scale  than 
has  been  possible  hitherto. 

There  is  no  doubt,  however,  that  adequate  fire  precautions  are  of  utmost 
importance  and  I have  felt  for  a considerable  time,  that  administration  should  be  in 
the  hands  of  Specialist  Officers. 

During  the  year  1+2  premises  were  inspected  under  the  provisions  of  the  Offices, 
Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act.  YThere  appropriate,  inspections  under  the  Food 
Hygiene  (General)  Regulations  are  made  at  the  same  time.  There  is  insufficient  time 
however,  I find,  as  I have  previously  remarked,  to  carry  out  anywhere  near  sufficient 
inspections  in  these  fields. 

11  hotel  and  guest  house  kitchens  were  inspected  during  the  year  and  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  continued  to  make  such  inspections  as  ho  was  able  to  do,  to  assist. 

A considerable  amount  of  time  was  spent  during  1971  in  carrying  out  joint 
inspections  with  the  Council’s  Deputy  Surveyor  under  the  Improvement  Grants  Scheme. 

The  number  of  applications  increased  during  the  year,  which  was  influenced  by  the 
15%>  Grant  no w available  in  this  area.  Numbers  of  applications  however,  relate  to 
premises,  X7here  the  amount  of  repair  work  necessary  is  very  considerable,  and  this 
not  being  'Grant-earning’ , results  in  applications  not  being  pursued. 

During  the  year  2268  visits  and  502  interviews  granted  in  relation  to  the  work 
of  the  Department,

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  water  supply  is  controlled  by  the  North  Devon  Water  Board.  124 
bacteriological  samples  wore  taken  during  the  year,  4 of  which  were  not  entirely 
satisfactory.  Repeat  samples  were  taken  fron  the  sane  location  and  the  results  of 
the  second  sampling  were  satisfactory. 

The  sources  fron  which  the  water  is  available  arc  : 

(a)  Intakes  on  tributaries  of  the  River  Bray  and  a small  impounding 
reservoir  at  Challaconbe. 

(b)  Two  snail  impounding  reservoirs  at  Slade. 

The  reliable  yields  of  both  sources  is  0.35  M.G.D.  and  0.25  M.G.D.  respectively. 

The  treatment  works  are  situated  at  Hore  Down  near  Mullacott  Cross  and  at  Slade 
with  a filtration  designed  rate  of  288,000  GPD  and  228,000  GFD  respectively. 

The  area  served  fron  the  Hore  Down  Works  and  Slade  Works,  in  addition  to  the 
Ilfraconbe  Urban  District  includes  parts  of  the  Barnstaple  Rural  District.  The 
daily  demand  for  water  in  this  area  due  to  the  influx  of  holiday  visitors  is 
subject  to  very  large  fluctuations,  and  the  peak  daily  demand  is  gradually  increasing 
annually  and  having  regard  to  the  sources  reliable  yield  and  the  filtration  capacity 
of  the  works,  the  Board  considered  that  it  was  their  duty  to  draw  the  attention 'of  the 
local  Planning  Authority  to  the  position  and  to  seek  their  co-operation  in  restricting, 
for  the  tine  being,  development  in  the  area  supplied  fron  the  Hore  Down  works,  so  that 
the  limited  supplies  to  its  existing  consumers  should  not  be  placed  in  jeopardy. 

Development  including  several  residential  estates  for  which  planning  approval 
had  already  been  obtained  is  not  effected  by  these  restrictions  and  building  is  still 
in  progress.  Plans  are  well  advanced  with  the  negotiations  for  the  construction  of 
a One  million  gallon  Service  Reservoir  to  improve  the  distribution  in  the  higher  parts 
of  Ilfraconbe.  The  Board  have  also  approved  a substantial  trunk  mainlaying  programme 
for  the  augmentation  of  supplies  to  this  area  from  the  recently  constructed  Meldon 
Dam  and  the  Prewley  Treatment  Works , which  are  now  under  construction  and-  due  for 
completion  in  July  1973.. 

No  restrictions  have  been  requested  in  that  part  of  the  area  supplied  from  the 
Slade  Works. 

No  action  has  been  necessary  with  regard  to  contamination.  The  number  of 
dwelling  houses  supplied  from  public  water  mains  is  3598*

RODENT  AND  PEST  CONTROL 

Rodent  Control 

This  service  is  carried  out  on  a part-time  basis  by  one  of  the  Council’s 
employees.  Warfarin  poison  is  used  in  all  cases.  During  the  year  no  major 
infestations  of  rats  or  mice  were  reported. 

I65  first  inspections  were  made  during  the  year  and  522  re-visits. 

Pest  Control 

Advice  is  given  on  the  best  method  to  exterminate  wasps,  the  Rodent 
Operator  dealing  with  nests  on  pleasure  grounds  and  rights  of  way.  Advice  is 
also  given  on  the  elimination  of  cockroaches  from  hotel  kitchens , many  of  which 
are  under  Contract  with  Pest  Control  Firms.

Vehicles.  Three  are  in  use,  one  being  laid  up  during  the  winter- tine.  The 
vehciles  are 

(1)  Shelvoke  & Drewry  T.N.  Type  continous  loader  (April  I966) 

(2)  Dennis  Paxit  2A  conpression  vehicle  (May  I968) 

(3)  Ford  Transit  chassis  with  purpose  made  body  purchased  July  19&9 

A fourth  vehicle,  an  old  Shelvoke  .&  Drewry  fore  & aft  tipper  is  kept  in 
reserve,  and  should  be  available  for  use  until  the  end  of  March  1973*  After 
this  tine,  as  far  as  is  known  at  present,  it  will  not  be  able  to  bo  used  as 
it  will  not  satisfy  the  requirenents  of  the  Plating  and  Testing  Regulations. 

Both  large  vehicles  are  now  used  during  the  winter-  tine  and  the  snail 
vehicle  brought  into  use  in  the  sunner-tine . Increased  labour  costs  now 
involves  the  expenditure  of  considerable  suns  on  repairs  and  maintenance  of 
vehicles,  especially  on  the  vehicle  which  has  been  in  use  since  I966. 


Collection.  Household  refuse  is  collected  weekly.  Hotels  & Boarding  Houses 
receiving  two  collections  in  sunner-tine.  Trade  refuse  is  collected  weekly 
charges  varying  - the  nininun  charge  being  £1 .65  per  annun.  Additional 
collections  are  available  in  sunner-tine  on  payment  of  30  pence  per  bin. 

During  the  year,  the  nunber  of  polythene  sacks  sold  reached  the  figure 
of  approximately  30,000,  conpared  with  13,000  in  1970,  These  have  proved 
of  great  value  to  the  public,  particularly  so  to  hoteliers.  Most  large 
hotels  use  these  instead  of  dustbins , with  the  result  that  collection  areas 
are  tidier  and  nore  hygienic,  whilst  collection  is  a simple  and  speedy 
operation. 

Refuse  Disposal.  During  the  year  Killacleave  tip  continued  to  be  the  only 
source  of  disposal  available.  A Meeting  was  held  at  the  Civic  Centre, 
Barnstaple  in  September  convened  by  the  County  Council,  to  meet  representatives 
of  North  Devon  Local  Authorities  to  discuss  the  possibilities  of  the 
provision  of  a joint  incineration  plant. 

Instructions  were  subsequently  given  by  the  County  Council  to  Consulting 
Engineers  to  prepare  a feasability  study  into  refuse  disposal  for  the  North 
Devon  area.  Each  Local  Authority  involved  completed  questionaires  on  their 
own  collection  and  disposal  arrangements  and  were  visited  by  representatives 
of  the  Consulting  Engineers.  Recommendations  are  now  awaited. 

Arrangements  were  nade  during  the  year,  after  consultation  with  the 
Barnstaple  Rural  District  Council,  the  Berrynarbor  Parish  Council  a„nd  the 
owners,  for  this  Authority  to  use  the  Rural  District's  tip  at  Berry  Dowrn 
during  the  winter  period,  when  there  is  less  refuse  to  collect  in  the  Urban 
District.

The  usg  of  this  alternative  tip  - 5 niles  further  fron  Ilfraconbe  than 
the  existing  one  - will  lengthen  the  life  of  Killacleave  tip  which  will  only 
be  used  in  future  during  the  sunner  periods. 

This  will  provide  ’breathing-space'  until  the  findings  of  the 
feasability  study  arc  known  and  it's  reconnendations  put  into  effect. 

It  is  anticipated  that  tipping  at  Berry  Down  will  commence  in  early 
February  1972,  when  the  necessary  site  works  have  been  completed.
